To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Street  Urban  Pis  trie -t_  Councils 
Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1  9^9,  prepared 
in  accordance  with  instructions  laid  down  by  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  in  Circular  l/70. 

The  health  figures  paint  a  reasonably  rosy  picture  over  the  year 
with  a  steadily  rising  population,  an  increase  of  births  over  deaths, 
a  rising  birth  rate,  low  stillbirth  rate,  and  a  death  rate  lower  than 
the  national  average,  but  the  infant  mortality  rates  were  higher. 

Apart  from  a  slight  incidence  of  Sonne*  Dysentery  and  Infective 
Jaundice  there  is  little  on  which  to  report  in  respect  of  notifiable 
diseases.  As  regards  the  much  publicised  advent  of  Hong  Kong  ‘Elu,  by 
its  wiso  policy  of  offering  influenza  vaccination  free  annually  to  its 
office  staff  and  other  essential  workers,  the  Council  was  prepared  for 
the  mild  incidence  of  the  illness  at  the  beginning  of  19^9  and  for* 
greater  incidence  at  the  endc  With  the  help  of  more  vaccine  supplied 
by  the  County  Council  this  protection  was  also  offered  to  County  workers 
in  the  District  such  as  nurses,  health  visitors,  hone  helps  and 
ambulancemen,  with  good  results. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  cooperation 
at  all  times  and  for  his  detailed  and  interesting  contribution  to  this 


Report.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1  969 
(The  figures  in  general  are  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be 
attached  to  them  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made,) 

Population  An  increase  of  80  over  the  mid-year  population  for  1  968  was 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  births  exceeded  deaths  by  63, 

Births 

LivQ_ Births^  -  rose  by  6  over  the  figure  for  1 968  and  the  Recorded  and 
Corrected  Birth  Rate  were  significantly  higher  than  the  County  or  National 
averages* 

Illegitimate  births  totalled  1  less  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the 
percentage  rate  was  better  than  the  County  and  National  figures*. 

Still  Births  -  fell  to  1  only  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  was  almost  half 
that  of  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths 

All  Ages  -  totalled  3  more  than  in  1 968  but  the  Death  Rates  remained 
better  than  County  or  National  averages. 

Infant  Deaths  -  totalled  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  but  this  year 
mainly  occurred  in  the  Illegitimate  class,  and  all  rates  were  above  Count3^ 
and  National  figures* 

Maternal  Mortality  -  none  occurred  in  the  District  as  a  result  of 
pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 


Causes  of  Death 

Cardiovascular,  Cerebrovascular  and  Other  Diseases  of_  the  Circulatory 
System  caused  2  more  deaths" *(46)  than  in  19^8*  Of  these,  the  heart  diseases 
accounted  for  40  deaths  and  Cerebrovascular  Disease  for  12* 

Cancer  deaths  took  second  place  with  12  deaths,  2  less  than  in  the  previous 
year#  Stomach,  Lung  and  Womb  were  the  elective  sites  in  respect  of  2  cases  each, 
whilst  5  occurred  in  other  sites. 

Respiratory  Disease  again  took  third  place,  increasing  by  1  to  10  deaths 
and  of  these  Pneumonia  caused  6,  mainly  in  females,  and  Influenza  3  (males)* 

Accidents  were  the  cause  of  3  deaths  but  only  1  was  on  the  road. 

Suicide  accounted  for  1  death  and  that  was  over  the  age  of  75  years. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

These  were  a  ’mixed  bag’  this  year  and  mainly  reflected  the  picture  in 
adjacent  areas  and  national  incidence.  The  4  Sonnd'  Dysentery  cases  notified 
commenced  with  a  man  returning  from  a  visit  abroad  and  infecting  another 
member  of  his  family,  and  though  there  is  no  direct  connection  reported  with 
2  further  victims  in  different  families  the  link  is  strongly  suggestive  as 
they  occurred  at  about  the  same  time. 

The  4  cases  of  Infective  Jaundice  in  Street  all  occurred  in  the  same  family 
and  there  is  a  strong  link  between  the  first  case  and  cases  which  occurred 
previously  in  a  moderate  epidemic  in  a  nearby  village.  Two  pre-school  children 
in  the  family  were  given  gammaglobulin  protection  and  did  not  develop  the  disease. 

The  2  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  appeared  unrelated  in  time  or 
locality.  9 
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ANNUAL  RETURN  0F_  FOOD  POISONING  &  SALMONELLA  IFFECTIOIIS, 

Two  cases  of  human  salmonella  infections  were  reported,  one  of  salmonella 
panama  and  the  other  salmonella  typhimurium#  Both  were  contracted  on  holiday 
outside  the  District  —  the  first  in  South  Wales  and  the  second  in  Majorca#

RETURNS,  REPORTS  etc. 


The  number  of  returns  and  statistical  enquiries  sent  out  by  the  numerous 
Ministerial  departments  continues  to  increase#  One  wonders,  if  these  returns  are  so 
necessary,  why  a  Ministry  of  Statistics  is  not  created  to  assimilate  all  knowledge 
and  to  disseminate  it  to  the  various  Ministry  departments#  P rankly,  I  think  the  time 

has  come  for  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  take  a  look  at  the  returns 
now  being  demanded  of  local  Government,  as  many  duplicate  the  information  required  and 
the  paperwork  is  a  negative  form  of  productivity# 

POOD  HYGIENE 


Inspections  were  made  during  the  year  of  all  the  food  premises.  Whilst  one 
cannot  afford  to  be  complacent,  particularly  as  pre-packed  and  prepared  foods  are  in 
greater  demand,  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  good#  Quite  a  large  amount  of 
refrigerated  foods  was  condemned  due  to  electrical  failure  and  mechanical  breakdown  of 
machinery# 

CEMETERY 


44  burials  took  place  during  the  year  and  there  is  adequate  land  for  the  fore¬ 
seeable  future# 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Whilst  the  disposal  works  is  overloaded,  the  final  effluent  analyses  continue 
to  be  satisfactory,  due  to  the  large  amount  of  land  the  Council  owns  which  is  used  for 
surface  irrigation. 

Some  of  the  sewers  have  been  scraped  and  televised  and  preliminary  reports  show 
that  quite  a  large  amount  of  the  sewers  will  need  relaying#  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Consultants  reports  will  be  ready  by  June  of  1970# 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

(a)  Greenbahk  Swimming  Pool  —  this  pool  was  v/ell  maintained  during  the  year 
and  samples  prove  satisfactoiy ;

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  trade  refuse  by  agreement  with 
industry  and  commerce,  and  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping* 

During  the  year  the  Council  received  planning  permission  to  continue  tipping 
at  Walton  Heath,  but  conditions  are  such  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  has  been 
given  rather  reluctantly.  However,  with  the  River  Authority  contemplating  turning 
this  area  into  a  reservoir,  one  can  understand  the  reasons* 

This  brings  me  to  a  further  problem  and  that  is  land  for  refuse  disposal*  It 
is  quite  obvious  that  the  availability  of  land  for  this  purpose  is  getting  less  and  that 
the  Council  would  be  wise  to  consider  an  alternative  method  of  disposal,  either 
incineration  or  pulverisation  with  possibly  composting  following  pulverisation*  Costs 
would  be  enormous  for  a  small  authority  and  it  would  need  Street,  Glastonbury,  Wells  and 
Shepton  Mallet  to  form  a  combined  Refuse  Disposal  Authority  to  economically  manage  the 
capital  investment. 

HOUSING 

During  the  year,  the  Council  commenced  24  bungalows,  Warden1  s  flat  and  Community 
Centre,  and  completed  7  houses*  55  houses  and  bungalows  we  re  completed  by  Private 
Enterprise. 

It  is  most  pleasing  to  note  that  at  long  la,st  the  number  cf  post-war  private 
enterprise  houses  exceeds  the  number  built  by  the  Council* 

In  spite  of  a  severe  rise  in  costs  and  interest  rates,  private  houses  continue 
to  be  sold  and  the  problem  now  is  one  of  available  building  land* 

As  a  result  of  the  increase  in  building  costs  and  interest  rates  the  Council 
must  seriously  re— assess  the  need  for  continued  Council  house  building* 

Improvement  Grants  -  the  Housing  Aot,  1969,  is  a  marked  step  forward  in  housing 
policy,  one  criticism  I  offer  is  that  it  is  a  pity  the  amount  to  be  given  for  repair 
must  be  tied  to  the  amount  given  for  improvements,  as  this  will  penalise  the  good  land¬ 
lord,  who  has  done  his  best  in  the  past  to  modernise  within  his  financial  capabilities 
and  the  restrictive  rent  acts,  whereas  the  Rackraanite  type  of  landlord  stands  to  gain 
maximum  improvement  and  repair  grants* 

Street  TJ.D.C.  has  done  its  best  to  encourage  owners  to  make  use  of  these  grants* 

The  old  person's  accommodation  which  has  been  provided  on  a  generous  basis 
continues  to  be  well  sought  after  and  it  does  release  the  under-occupied  houses  for  he 

young  marrieds. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  recalc itrants,  the  tenants  are  most  appreciative. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


A  100$  inspection  of  all  carcases  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  the  quality  of  meat  killed  within  the  district  is 
very  high  and,  in  my  opinion,  comparable  to  any  of  the  larger  factory  slaughterhouses, 
due  entirely  to  personal  pride.
